1. Call to Order 
The meeting was called to order at 9:40 a.m. Dr. J. Woodsworth chaired the meeting as

2. Approval of Agenda 
The chair requested that a new item be added to the agenda to be inserted between items 11 and

ASFC 96-6M-1 It was moved and seconded (Robinson/Perigoe) that the agenda be 
approved with this addition. Carried. 


3. Approval of Minutes of May 10 and May 27, 1996 
ASFC-96-6M-2 It was moved and seconded (Frost/Bird) that the minutes of May 10 be 
approved. Carried. 


ASFC-96-6M-3 It was moved and seconded (Clarke/Raudsepp) that the minutes of 
May 27 be approved. Carried. 
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4. Remarks from the Chair 

¢ Under FALRIP, the number of retirements as of June 1, 1997 for the whole university was 
113, about 82 of these were from the Faculty of Arts and Science. 

¢ Student registration was slightly down from this time last year; Arts and Science was down 
by 248 out of a total of 11, 308. University-wide numbers were down 513. 

¢ Chairs of Arts and Science had a retreat in late August. Main topic discussed was a 
preliminary planning document written by the Provost and Vice-Rector, Research. The 
document was being revised for the next SCAPP meeting on September 19th. 


5. Questions and Announcements 
¢ The Chair announced that Dr. Bluma Litner from Applied Social Science had been awarded 
a 3M Teaching Award, the only one awarded in Quebec. 
e Under a new program Mobility in North America the Department of Geography in 
collaboration with Guelph University, two American universities, and two Mexican 
universities was awarded a grant for a project entitled Watershed Management.

Undergraduate Curriculum Proposals (ASFC 96-6M-B) 

Speaking privileges were granted to M. Vipond, C. Clausius, J. Garido. Council members who 
could answer curriculum related questions were P. Bright, J. Capobianco, B. Gilsdorf, and R. 
Schmid. 


Dr. Woodsworth explained that the proposed changes were for the 1997-98 calendar year. The 
three units involved were the Departments of History, and Theology, and Liberal Arts College. 
No new resources were required, and in some cases there were substantial savings. 


ASFC 96-6M-4 It was moved and seconded (Woodsworth/Vallejo) that the document 
ASFC 96-6M-B be approved. 


Graduate Curriculum Proposals (ASFC 96-6M-C) 

With respect to the Dept. of Chemistry and Biochemistry, Dr. Woodsworth explained that the 
proposed 3-credit course value was in compliance with CREPUQ's recommendations and SGS 
Advisory Committee on Common Standards and Procedures. The Department of Education had 
major changes following a departmental appraisal. Communication Studies and Mathematics & 
Statistics also proposed changes. 


ASFC 96-6M-5 It was moved and seconded (Woodsworth/Vallejo) that the document 
ASFC 96-6M-C be approved. 


The Curriculum proposals will now be submitted to the Academic Programs Committee of Senate, 
and the Graduate proposals will go forward to the School of Graduate Studies, and to Senate's 
December meeting. 


Faculty of Arts and Science Teaching Team (ASFC 96-6M-D) 

Dr. Gilsdorf explained that originally Dr. R. Smith, of Learning Development, and he were part 
of a 5-person Arts and Science team appointed by the Dean. The aim was to examine ways 
teaching could be improved in the Faculty, but the main focus was to improve the teaching 
capabilities of teaching assistants. Out of that, and in accordance with a recommendation in the 
Proposal for a New Faculty Teaching Development Programme, a teaching team for Arts and 
Science was being proposed. In the absence of Dr. R. Smith, Dr. Woodsworth promised to request 
data on which Departments in Arts and Science did have teaching teams, in preparation for the next 
steering committee meeting of Council. 


ASFC 96-6M-6 It was moved and seconded (Frost/Robinson) that the document ASFC 
96-6M-D be tabled for the October meeting of Council. 


Motion from the Council of the School of Graduate Studies (ASFC 96-6M-E) 

Dr. Woodsworth explained that the motion from the Council of the School of Graduate Studies 
stated that research and graduate studies should be promoted and that libraries should be 
maintained. The Motion was officially received by Council.

matters of personnel, space, equipment and budget". 


* Council suggested that under No. 4, point 2 "proactive" should be replaced by "active". 
These editorial comments were to be sent to the Advisory Search Committee. 


Dr. Robinson asked that Dr. Woodsworth convey to Dean Valaskakis, Council's wishes for a 
speedy recovery. 


Dr. Jans announced that the new Study Skills program had proven a success and will be offered 
again this Fall through Continuing Education.
